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Importance of Good Health in Producing 
HE production of milk on our Dairy Herds ne many other necessities? Why, it 


dairy farms is a manufacturing 
proposition, pure and simple. 
Like all manufacturing propositions,

pictures a big group of buildings, with 
a big steam or electric power plant, 
with lots of windows, fire escapes, 


raw material is converted through President New York Dairymen's Association railroad sidings, and hundreds of 


machinery into the finished product. 
Like many industries, there result, at the same time as 
the principal manufactured article, more or less _numer- 
ous by-products, and then again, as in many industries, 
the manufactured product of the dairy farm, milk, be- 
ecmes in turn the saw material of another manufactory. 
Now, all manufacturing concerns are by no means suc- 
cessful in making a profit, or in making an article for 
which there is a continuing demand. Both profit and 
continuing demand are necessary to success, however, 
and to stay in business we must be successful. In the 
case of the dairy farm, manufacturing milk, the contin- 
uing demand is sure. It is sure, because milk is 

a fundamental food material for the 
human race. People to live must have 
food, and milk is one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest, single article for 
human food that we know of. It is the 
only self-contained balanced ration in 
its natural state. It contains in the fat, 
elements producing energy and which 
are also absolutely necessary in the 
maintenance of life. In the solids not 
fat, it contains all the elements necessary 
to build up bone, muscle, tissue and 
nerves. It is also, and always has been, 
relatively the lowest in cost per given 
weight for food value contained, ex- 
cepting only potatoes, w:./*e bread, 
codfish, and at one time corn meal 
mush, but not now at present corn 
prices. The dairy farmer manufacturer, 
therefore, need not worry about the 
continuing demand for his product. But 
how about the profit, the other element 
necessary for his success? 


In all of the recent agitations by 
federal and state food authorities rais- 
ing the question of the cost of produc- 
ing milk, with almost negligible excep- 
tions, the only figures and data available were those pre- 
pared by state agricultural colleges, experiment stations, 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce or other similar bod- 
ies, In what other line of manufacturing do you sup- 
pose you would have found companies or individuals that 
had no knowledge of their costs of production, thereby 
giving them a basis for establishing a sales price? In 
other words, one of the largest units of total agricul- 
tural production was manufactured by dairy farmers, un- 
der manufacturing methods that kept no systematic rec- 
ord of costs. How do such manufacturers know whether 
they are making a profit or not? Let us take another 
look at the matter. 


What does your mind picture to you when you read 
of a manufacturing business like agricultural implements, 
wagons, harnesses, blankets, clothing, ranges, or any of

working men or women, or both. 
The buildings include warehouses for storing raw ma- 
terial, others for the machinery and still others for the 
finished manufactured product with provision for re- 
ceiving and sending away loaded freight cars. Now the 
most successful manufacturer is he who keeps the cost 
the lowest and yet maintains quality. How does he keep 
cost down? The building referred to must be arranged 
so that the raw material enters at some point and is car- 
ried continuously along through the process of manu- 
facture without doubling on its tracks at any time until 
finally landing in the shipping room. This is what is 
called efficiency in arrangement of plant. It means 
simply “conveniently arranged.” It is 
a first essential in economical manufac- 
turing. Next, in order that each opera- 
tor may produce each day the most and 
keep well, the buildings must have large 
windows, providing light and air. Ma- 
chinery of a dangerous nature must 
have protecting devices for the safety 
and health of the workers. These are 
not only necessary to maximum pro- 
duction, but state laws recognize those 
facts now and require them. 


The cleanest and simplest of sanitary 
provisions must also be provided. They 
not only help in maintaining health— 
that is, preventing disease—but they 
pay the manufacturer to install because 
they actually result in reducing costs 
by increasing the amount of work a la- 
borer will do in a given time. Now the 
manufacturer’s business succeeds. He 
has to increase the size of his plant. 
That means’ additional investment. 
Those concerns that can increase their 
plants by using some of their profits 
rather than by borrowing or putting in 
new funds, or who can make good de- 
preciation out of a part of their profits, are on the sound- 
est and most successful basis. Every manufacturer should 
be there to be permanently successful. Into the total of 
his cost of production over and above labor and material, 
must go what are known as “overheads,” that is, for in- 
stance, the salaries of his sales force, of his accounting 
department, of stenographers, heads of departments, in- 
terest on borrowed money, damaged machinery repaired, 
new machinery added and similar terms. But after all 
the efficiency of his machinery and the health and pro- 
ducing power of his labor are the big items. 

Now, let us look at the manufacture of milk on the 
dairy farm in the light of the above brief outline. . For 
the best, most certain, and permanent results; the farmer 
must know what it costs to produce 100 pounds of milk, 
averaging the year round, on pasture or in the stable. 
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Next, he must have efficiency in the arrangement of his 
plant or buildings so as to make the work the easiest to 
do, involving no doubling up, no long distance carrying 
of forage crops, ensilage or other feed; also simplicity and 
sanitary conditions for removing manure. Every un- 
necessary movement of a farm laborer to do any work 
is running up the cost. Next, plenty of light and air in 
all the working parts of the barn, both for the health of 
the animals and the ease and quality of the work your 
hired man will do, just as in the factory you must have 
light and air to prevent disease. Then, too, like the fac- 
tory, the plant should be of simple but durable materials. 
Much harm has been done, in my judgment, by elaborate 
and extravagant farm buildings on many big extravagant 


three things are necessary. The men, the equipment, 

and finally, the cattle. These three factors interlock 
in a most remarkable manner and at the same time all are 
of real importance. In their logical order the first, factor 
in the trio is the men. 

The people who are willing to put their means into 
a proposition of this kind, the people who have faith 
enough in the profit making possibilities of a herd, are the 
most vital factors in that herd’s success. It requires men 
of character, men of responsibility, men in whom other 
men place confidence and to whom others can come with- 
out the fear of being deceived or taken advantage of in 
any business transaction that may 
transpire. 

In this particular and most im- 
portant point, the Galloway-Messer 
Farm has been especially fortunate. 
Mr. Galloway himself is a man. of 
nation-wide reputation in his own 
line of business. He is a man in 
whom others place confidence, he is 
a man who is admired by even his 
Own competitors because of the 
wonderful success that has~ been 
made on the strength of his  char- 
acter and his individuality.

was more than a playground into which the owners were 
pouring their funds very much as one pays his dues at a 
country club. It was a real business undertaking and it 
was managed as such. Thus, in the first point, the Gal. 
loway-Messer farm was especially fortunate, ’ 
_ The second feature of an undertaking of this nature 
is the equipment. In this respect the Galloway-Messer 
plant is also particularly fortunate. The gentlemen who 
were responsible for the organization of the farmstead had 
two things in mind. First, they sought to arrange the 
plant in such a way as to conserve effort in accomplishing 
the necessary daily work. Men in commercial lines have 
often paid what seemed to be fabulous sums in order to 
rearrange their equipment so as to 
save a few steps in the transaction 
of certain acts of business. In the 
arrangement of this plant the same 
effort was made to so group the 
buildings and the yards that. the most 
could be accomplished in the short- 
est time and with the least effort. 
It is not to be understood how- 
ever, that in doing this, certain 
beauty and effectiveness of land- 
scaping was overlooked. The gen- 
tlemen appreciated these aesthetic 
effects and the plant represents a 
combination of the beautiful and the 
practical. It is a combination that 
is not found frequently in places of 
this kind, for unfortunate as it may seem there is many 
a farmstead that is so expensive in its organization as to 
make a reasonable dividend on the equipment practically 
impossible. Here we have the combination most desir- 
able; namely, a farm artistically laid out, attractive in its 
buildings and landscape effect, eminently practical from 
a working possibility and possessing without extrava- 
gance those items that provide for the greatest comfort 
and best development of the stock without unnecessary 
and superlatively expensive equipment. The farm home 
has practically every convenience that can be found in 
the city residence; the place is a delightful abode and at 
the same time the one who buys will not be overburdened 
with a lot of useless paraphernalia. 3 
The third and really vital factor in a plant of this 
kind is the herd itself.

HE dairyman, more particularly than the breeder of 

purebred Holsteins, is face to face with problems 
that seem almost beyond solution this year. Feed has 
touched the highest figure that it has reached for years, 
labor is uncertain and very difficult to secure, market con- 
ditions are demanding a higher quality of product almost 
every day, and when all of these things present themselves 
to the dairyman at one time, he is tempted to sell his 
cows and give up the game entirely. This is especially 
true if he has a grade herd. 

There is scarcely a cloud that does not have a 
brighter side. There is scarcely a trouble that does not 
pass, sooner or later, and after the severest storm the 
sun seems to shine most brightly. Man is often called 
upon to endure what seems almost unendurable, many a 
business is apparently on the edge of failure just when 
prosperity begins to turn its way, and these difficulties 
that face the dairyman may not be without their real 
helpfulness to him after all. 

In the first place, this time of stress has made the 
farmer look more closely to his herd. He has been in 
the habit of taking things as they come, and if some of 
the cows have been unprofitable he has depended on the 
others to make up the profit. Now that the expense of 
operation is greater, he looks more closely to his herd; 
he tests and picks out the unprofitable cows. He realizes 
that although feed is high, it would be suicidal to quit 
feeding, and at the same time it is equally unprofitable to 
spend this high feed on poor cows. Therefore, he has a 
better herd as the result of these problems. 

In the second place, the thinking dairyman has come 
to the conclusion that he must feed judiciously. In the 
past when his bins have been full to overflowing with 
grain of just medium value, he has thrown it to the cows 
with a lavish hand, perhaps giving them a balanced ration, 
perhaps not, just as it was most convenient. This year 
every particle of grain on the farm possesses such high 
money value that he guards it carefully and feeds only 
as the scientist directs, that is, he gives a ration that 
is properly balanced and provides the cow with just the 
elements that go to make up the maximum flow of milk. 
Thus, he has learned the great lesson of feeding wisely, 
and in future years he will foster and cultivate this habit 
which -has been started by what seems a trying and 
puzzling situation. His feed bills will be less and his cows 
will do better as a result. 

In the third place, these same problems have made the 
dairymen of various communities organize for co-opera- 
tion and for general working together for their own good. 
it is a mistake for every man to fight for himself with a 
knife out for every neighbor. It is far preferable for the 
men who are following the same line to work for their 
common good, to co-operate with each other and to build 
for the benefit of the entire community which is interested 
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in a certain line, for in so doing they will be 
competition, to handle business problems 
evitable, and to put their work of production on 
with any other form of commercial activity, a 
operation herd improvement may be effected feed im 
bought to better advantage by ordering in lar © ae 
ties, expense of deliveries may be reduced, in p aa 
phases of work that at first seem difficult pe 1 
handled. In some cases these organizations of a co. 
ative nature are so thoroughly perfected that an ffi 
established and a man hired to devote his time 4 
management of details just as a manager js hires 
factory, store or office. 
_Thus, summing the whole thing up, these condition 
which seem so trying to the men who are interested Be 
commercial dairying will be a blessing in disguise f 
many. The three points suggested are just a few of 
that might be brought out as a result of present 
times. The future is unquestionably bright for the dairy. 
man, if he can just wait for that future. If he will vi 
by the game, carry on his business systematically a 
carefully until he tides over this time of international 
uncertainty, he will find that matters will come his way 
much more rapidly. kee

This is an accomplishment of 
which they are proud, and realizing 
now the responsibility which is theirs 
to make these events a complete suc- 
cess, the greatest ever in the history 
of their national organization, they de- 
yised ways and means at their Bur- 
lington convention to accomplish 
these results. A campaign to engage 
every Wisconsin breeder’s interest 
and co-operation has already been 
commenced and will now be driven 
with redoubled effort. Every func- 
tion that may be enlisted and every 
means that can be devised will be en- 
gaged for the purpose of going “over 
the top” next June. The trenches are 
now filled with the Wisconsin, con- 
tingent of expeditionary forces in the 
Holstein-Friesian cause. 

Further progress has also been made 
by the Wisconsin Holstein associa- 
tion in other directions. By means 
of a well directed publicity campaign, 
its members and the breeders of the 
state at large have secured many 
sales to buyers from other states for 
their cattle as well as in Wisconsin, 
and thus also entrenched themselves 
for a bigger and better market in the 
future. A second annual booklet is 
also about to be issued to continue 
this campaign. 

In membership the association is 
now the strongest it has ever been 
with a total of nearly 350. About 75 
new members were.enlisted during 
the past year, which is 21 more than 
the total membership of the associa- 
tion two years ago. 

Financially, the association is again 
in the best condition it has ever been.

A Long-Time Test Advocate 


The article on “The House of Hol- 
stein” by Floyd Stevens is the most 
encouraging document that has ap- 
peared for some time. When an 
iconoclast of such prominence ap- 
pears, establishes a scriptural founda- 
tion and proceeds to take a whack at 
the popular fetish of the day, it gives 
the rest of us courage to speak out 
in meeting. 

In the discussion that is sure to 
follow, may I suggest that much time 
and space will be saved if the discus- 
sers will state frankly whether they 
are in the Holstein game solely or 
mainly for the maximum immediate 
profit, or whether they are interested 
in the business of dairying and in es- 
tablishing and maintaining the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow as the most profit- 
able and popular dairy animal in the 
country? From the first class we may 
expect a rigorous and vociferous de- 
fense of the seven-day test, with 
many Rooseveltian adjectives for the 


opposition. Indeed, there can be no 
denial of what it has done for them 
and the breed, also, in the way of 
publicity and advertising. But for 
the other class, with whom my in- 
terests lie, the question may fairly 
be raised concerning the abandon- 
ment of the short-time test or, at 
least, its subordination to the other 
more valuable forms. 

Is it not perfectly fair to assume, 
as a major premise, that the ulti- 
mate success of any breed will de- 
pend upon its ability to hold the 
favor of a dairyman of the country, 
which means, in effect, that this breed 
must be able to exceed its competi- 
tors in the matter of returns in dairy 
products on dollars invested? The 
question at issue then becomes wheth- 
er or not the seven-day test develops 
and perpetuates in our breed the qual- 
ities necessary to insure this pre-em- 
inence. If it does not, then the con-

Solomon Holstein Says— 


HEN you go into a barn to buy a good Holstein cow, or if you contemplate buying her from a seat 
W in a sales pavilion, what sign or characteristic does she wear that you look for first? Men disagree 

about this, though an all-around dairy animal usually shows a composite picture of what judges hold 
to be necessary for an A-1 Holstein. 

A born cow-man can usually spot a likely cow as far as he can see her. Some men are adepts at 
picking up animals in which no one else can see any remarkable possibilities at all, and they are very apt 
to get results every time. They seem to possess a sixth sense regarding cow timber that. is invaluable 
indeed, but they couldn’t explain just why or what determines them in their choice. 

Most of us have certain well known signs to go by in judging a cow. Her general type is what 
probably engages the eye first; a long, deep, straight barrel showing capacity; slim, fine shoulders; and 
broad, square buttocks or “rump” (a peak like a Jersey’s is not a Holstein ideal at all and, when such is 
present, the animal is very apt to have difficulty in calving). If our cow owns a fine feminine head, clear 
cut and far removed from “bullish” looking, we must be sure she displays a ‘broad muzzle to boot, wide 
nostrils, and a bright, calm eye. The good muzzle shows proper eating abilities; she can breathe plenty of 
fresh air easily through a big nose, and she is probably of even disposition, not unduly nervous, with good 
health as a matter of course, if these other things are all present. 

Folks used to think an animal was spoiled for showing if she were dehorned during calf days, but 
opinion has undergone a change in late years and few breeders now allow a shapely but too sharp horn to 
endanger scratching up a fine herd. The leading Holstein show cows of today are hornless, A pair of Ane, 
daintily curved horns were certainly a beauty addition, however, to our ideal Holstein and, if you are 
viewing an animal that has been allowed to retain hers, the horns are considered another sign by which to 
judge quality. You have seen these points all in a jiffy; sized her up as “all right so far,” and now pfo- 
ceed to make sure of the most important, perhaps, of all—the udder. 

Everybody knows a good udder—but some breeders refuse to attach enough importance to it, while 
others are cranks of the first order in the matter. I’m inclined to number myself with the latter gentlemen. 
What is prettier or more significant of promise than a Holstein heifer that has qualified for us so far, and 
then, to complete the picture, owns a miniature bag which hangs deep and true from the rear and extends 
far out under the belly, “with a teat on each corner,” as Kelley says. And if the skin is silky and flexible 
on her bag and fairly “pleats” with room for stretching after she has developed, then you know a treasure 
stands before you on four legs—and the check book comes out promptly. 

But we are not all through “down there” yet. How many milk wells does your best one boast? Some 
men always look for these, stick in their finger, and exclaim, “My! but that’s a deep one. She ought to do 
something!” Personally I have seen poor cows who owned wells deep enough to drown in, but you never 
would have drowned in the milk that is supposed to come from them. On the other hand, some mighty fine 
producers own two or three on each side, almost, and the judges who pretend to know point to them every 
time as one of the “sure signs.” 

We are all familiar with the tortuous milk veins displayed by many of the great cows of the breed 
-that have been developed to the nth degree. Our ordinary cow is not apt to have very noticeable ones om 
the udder, even if she sports one good one underneath the body. But the more and larger, the merrier—the 
oa veins certainly indicate the milk supply and they’ve got to be sufficiently there to carry out their 
unction. 

While examining the udder, the would-be judge has probably noticed whether the skin is yellowish im 
particular, or just “skin.” Many breeders like the yellow tinge to an udder and hide as denoting “richness.” 
but again I am not certain that this proves anything. However, some may have proved this either way t0 
their own satisfaction. A fine, flexible, oily hide is nearly last, but far from least. It shows the animal wi 
put on fat easily and is healthy and in good condition. Such an animal usually shows this to the eye because 
of her smooth, nice coat. é 

We have probably gone over the most generally known signs of a good Holstein cow (all of which 
have been known to fail, of course), just to prove the rule.

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It is generally conceded that be- 
hind every achievement there is an 
underlying motive: Before telling you 
how I interested my community~ in 
Holsteins, I would like to tell you 
why I tried to interest them in dairy 
cattle. 

Going back some 12 or 14 years, at 
which time I was engaged in the 
banking business in southern Minne- 
sota, I was an eye witness to the 
transition of old Jackson county from 
grain growing to more diversified 
methods of farming. As we review 
our comparative bank statements of 
our old bank back here, we find that 
our deposits and the volume of busi- 
ness increase in proportion to the in- 
crease of the acreage of corn, number 
of hogs and the dairy cow. 

In the fall of 1910 I chanced to vis- 
it Groton, S. D., and was so well im- 
pressed with that big little city and 
her splendid trade territory that _ 
purchased the controlling interest in 
the youngest of her three banks and 
have made my home there since that 
time. The year 1911, with its com- 
plete wheat failure, gave me a tremen- 
dous jar. Immediately “banking on 
the wheat crop alone” lost its attrac- 
tions for me. Corn was a good crop 
that season and I naturally recalled 
my former observations in southern 
Minnesota. I felt confident that the 
same methods of farming applied 
there would bring even greater re- 
sults on the splendid farms surround- 
ing Groton. Upon talking with some 
of our progressive farmers ,on_ this 
subject I found many of them think- 
ing along the same iine and about 
ready to make a radical change in 
their farming program. However, but 
few changes were made during the 
season of 1912, as we were all too 
busy taking care of the bumper 
wheat crop of that season. During 
the spring of 1913 we noticed that 
many farmers had turned the calves 
into the pastures with the cows, and 
apparently the dairy idea was for- 
gotten. We were through harvest- 
ing and well along with our plowing 
early in July of that season, so far 
as wheat was concerned. Again corn 
was a good crop with us and once 
more we heard many of the farmers 
talking more corn, more livestock 
and less wheat.

We found 
this a hard question to answer, 
profitable grade cows, at prices oy 
farmers were willing to pay, wer 
hard to find. Again I recalled our 
problems of the butter state ang 
remembered that years of experience 
and the work of the farmers’ ¢ow 
testing associations had branded the 
Holstein cow as the most profitable 
dairy cow. of all breeds. Accordingly 
we advised our customers to buy well 
bred two-year-old Holstein _ heifers, 
bred to a registered bull and due to 
freshen in 30 to 60 days. . 


During the following 12 or 1 
months we sold about 20 cars of the 
above dairy heifers and were buyj 
registered Holstein bulls to h 
In buying 
our first bulls we were very careful 
to secure large bulls of good type. 
Most of these bulls were sired by 4 
bull whose dam had an A. R OQ 
record of 30 pounds of butter or bet- 
ter. Some of them were from A, R 
O. cows and all of them were from 
cows whose production was known 
to us by cow testing or private 
records. 

In the fall of 1915 we felt the need 
of a cow testing association to aid us 
in selecting the most profitable cows 
to keep in our rapidly  inereasi 
herds. We. got in touch with Pr 
C. Larsen of our state college at 
Brookings and arranged for a big 
creamery day in Groton, at which 
time Professor Larsen was the prin-. 
cipal speaker and did much to pave 
the way for our cow testing associa 
tion. I am glad of this opportunity to 
say a: word of appreciation for 
splendid co-operation we received 
from the dairy department of our state 
college in our hour of need. On sever

tivities. Our cow testing association 
was a good advertisement for the 
Holstein, for at the end of the year 
the cows at the top of the list for 
yearly production were all black and 
white.

Milk is 
the best and cheapest of these foods.

Our consumption is 
greater than that of any other nation, 
and we could, without endangering 
the health of the country, cut this 
amount down to a little over two 
ounces a day.—From the United 
States Food Administration.
